Paris At Mercy 


The net result of the swift aerial 


attack to convince military author- 
ities that Paris Is at the complete 
mercy of any invading aerial avmy. 


The attack was held to be a re- 


plica of the probable first step in 
the next big war, when vast armadas 
of bombing planes arc expected to 
swoop down upon opposing capitals, 
eradicating their outlying defenses 
and winging their destructive way 
to the renters of the cities them- 
selves. 


Members of the French high com- 


mand openly expressed their chag- 
rin when the first wave of 17 huge 
bombers flew over Le Bourget a bare 
two hours after the signal for the 
start of warfare had been given. 


They dropped flares instead of 


bombs, and a careful check of the 
hits showed that the flying field was 
virtually demolished at the first on- 
slaught. 


Planes Unmolested 


Evading the s w i f t e r 
defense 


planes without difficulty and escap- 
ing any serious threat from anti- 
aircraft guns on the ground, the 
second wave crossed the field fifteen 
minutes after the first, completing 
tl e imaginary havoc wrought.

brother, the murdered ran up to the 
small platform drew a pistol and 
fired one shot point blank at the 
speaker. Edward fell at the feet of 
his brother, James shot through the 
heart. 


Nearby sat another brother Jos- 


eph B. Dougherty, 36 also a plaster- 
er by trade. Joseph made a vain ef- 
fort to apprehend the slayer who es-

through the crowded hall 


surrounded by a group of his fol- 
lowers. 


The Dougherty brothers had tak- 


en an active part in organization 
of the Philadelphia local.

Status Of Ex-Service Man Is 


Not Definite Under 


Act Of 1933 


Considerable confusion exists here 


at the present time in the matter of 
civil sen-ice examinations for fire- 
men in the city, due to the act of 
1933, 
which is not definite in its 


provisions concerning ex-ser v i c e 
men. Acting under the law, the lo- 
cal civil service board recently re- 
fused to permit several ex-service 
men over 35 years of age to take 
the 
examination, and an appeal 


from the decision of the board is 
pending. 


Under the act of 1931. which is a 


• part of the third-class city code, ex- 
^service men of all wars are given 
• certain advantages. He is given a 
•-15 per cent addition to his grades 
Rafter taking the examinations, does 
^.not need to come within the age re- 
quirements of other applicants, and 
• can be appointed from the list of 
^applicants regardless of where he 
"places in the examinations. 
• 
1333 Act Changes 


«• Under the act of 1933 these ex- 
emptions seem to be cancelled. The 
]|!aw specifically states that an appli- 
_cant must be not over 35 years of 
«age and no mention is made of ex- 
emptions in favor of ex-service men. 
"The act also provides that an appeal 


Mcan be taken from the decision of 


Nthe board and that this decision is 
"final. 
This would seem to block 


-out any chance of a court action, 
although this section of the act is 
questionable, according to some at- 
torneys, as it denies the court any 
jurisdiction. 


The action of the board in refus- 


ing to permit several ex-service men 
to take the examination for firemen 
has created considerable discussion 
among ex-service men, but in fair- 
ness to the board it must be said 


that the members are acting under 
what appears to be the law of the 
Commonwealth. 


"We seem to have no alternative 


in the matter," said Attorney Ralph 
Cooper, secretary of the local civi! 
service board. 
"We have always 


given ex-service men every advan- 
tage permitted by law and have 
interpreted the law as liberally as 
possible. 
However, the act of 1933 


seems to be specific in not granting 
exemptions to ex-service men and 
we would be pleased to have some 
clarification of it. We have already 
arranged for the appeal hearing 
asked for. but we would be much 
better satisfied to get a judicial rul- 
ing in the matter if this was pos- 
sible." 


Present New Act

seems to have been passed hurried- 
ly or without reference to the third- 
class city code, and it practically 
annuls al! advantages to the ex- 
service men.
